McGill students will begin to feel the growing pains of a 
university this year. They will lose their 100-car campus parking lot 
to an eight-story engineering building being erected as part of the 
proposed $6,000,000 expansion plan to accomodate the expected 
increase in university s'tudents during the next few years. 



The lot, located at the corner 
of Milton and University, is the 
only spot on campus, where stu- 
dents may park their cars. Faculty 
members and staff are permitted 
to drive right into the campus and 
may park wherever they find a 
space around the buildings or on 
Graduatoyrow. : _ u 

Ctmstniction on the new build- 
ing is sdicdulcd to begin on or 
about November 15. As of today, 
no other plot of land has been 
put forward as a student parking 
lot. - 

Alternative Suggested 

According to Louis Donolo, 
President of the Students' Society, 
several alternatives to the Milton 
lot have been suggested to the 
proper authorities by the Students' 



Society but as vet none of these 
has materialized. 

"We believe that student park- 
ing is a privilege and not a right," 
said Donolo, "but if the students 
of McGill want parking facilities 
it is our duty to try and find the^;^A' 
necessary space. There are still ohé"' ' 
or two possibilities that have not 
as yet been ruled out, and negotia- 
tions for this land are now going 
on."

Important items on the agenda of 
the first Students' Executive Council

Being a student at McGill may be 
Sinsiderod to be a seasonal occupation 
fpt most, but. running, student affairs 
iiid extra-curricular activities is a ful|r 
time job. For this reason, it is necessàty 
to grant certain powers to a skelëton 
xSEC, known as the Summer Committee 
of the Students' Executive Council, so 
that various activities which must gain 
a head-start on the commencement of 
lectures need not be brought to a com- 
plete halt. 

FRESHMAN RECEPTION 

The Freshman Reception Committee, 
constituted to carry on the work of the 
Red and White Committee in charge 
of Freshman Reception at the Septem- 
ber 11th meeting, is a good example 
of such an activity. Freshman Recep- 
tion is practically the only organization at 
McGill running on a profit consistently. 
During meetings of August l4th and 
September Utli, a budget was approved 
for this committee, antidpating a re- 
venue of $1,698 over expenditures. 



At the second meeting of the Summer 
Committee, Mr. Louis Donolo, President 
of the Students' Society and Chairman 
of the Students' Executive Council, re- 
ported that it had not been possible to

M.C.W.A. BUDGET 

It was resolved that the Summer 
Committee approve the expenditure by 
the M.CWJV. of a sum -not to exceed 
11,237.10, which, together with a sum 
of $3,000.00 allocated from Dook Store 
profits, would represent the total ex- 
penditure of $4,237.10 called for in the

ThanksTtoMhe expenditure of appro- 
ximately $6,000 on redecorating, paint- 
ing, and face-lifting in general, the 
McGill Union has taken on a new and 
much brighter appearance.

The only snag that still prevents 
the solution of the' problem Is that 
the city does not feel it should 
give up one of the few re- 
maining grassy spots in Montreal 
to provide parking for McGill 
students. 

According to an official of the 
Montreal Traffic Department, 
"We feel that students are no dif- 
ferent from any other of the citi- 
zens of Montreal. We tell the rest 
of the citizens to try as much as 
possible to secure their own park- 
mg facilities and the same goes 
for McGill. If, however, we see 
that there is a definite need for 
the lot we will immediately look 
into the matter of finding the 
necessary space.

The Students' Society has also sug- 
gested to the City that they give 
the students preferential parking on 
the streets adjoining the university.

PermltiloB Ought 

As far as space on McGill property 
is concerned, there seems to be little 
chance that students will be able to 
find a parking lot anywhere close to 
the campus proper. There are however, 
one or two pieces of university land 



that could be used for parking if per- 
mission can be obtained from the 
proper authorities. One such lot is the 
Upper Field, ,nezt to the Winter 
Stadium. 

The field is in use during most of 
the fall for intramural athletics but 
the Students' Sodety will attempt to 
secure its use for student parking 
during the winter months. "This will 
be merely a temporary solution to 
the problem. 

Parking has always been a serious 
problem at McGill, as it is at every 
college situated in a big city. During 
the past few years, as the downtown 
traffic in Montreal has increased, it 
has become almost impossible for 
students to find parking space unless 
they were permitted to use the student 
lot 

To insure a fair distribution of the 
available parking spaça;\the. Students' 
Society Parking Cbniniitteé has set 
certain standards ior those who apply. 
They are the^foUpwing : 

2. Distance^^^'Wfîî^' 

3. Number of other students who 
ride with the car owner. 

Each year, there have been over 
600 applications for permits. 

100 Accommodated 

This year the Parking Committee 
will again issue 100 permits for the 
use of the Milton and University lot 
These permits will be valid until 

construction begins on the new En- 
gineering Building. By then it is hoped 
that other arrangements will have been 
made by the Students' Society and 
space will be available to accommo- 
date for 100 cars. If no space becomes 
available, there will be no official stu- 
dent parking. Students will have to 
make their own arrangements. 

Application forms for parking per- 
mits are being distributed at Registra' 
tion and are also available at the SEC 
office in the Union. All applications 
must be returned to the Union by 
October 4th. Last year's permits will 
be honoured until October l4th, after 
which the new permits may be used 
for the Milton lot until about Nov- 
ember IJth.

Then is an old saying that "It is 
a good wind that blows no ill." And 
so along with , the direct benefits that 
will result frorii . the construction of 
the new' Engineering wing on campus, 
there 'is, .the unfortunate conseiiiience 
that thé site of the McGiil Bookstore 
has had to be changed. 

The new Book Store is situated at 
3416 McTavish Street, just above Sher- 
brooke Street. It is actually very nearly 
as accessible as the old store. These 
same premises were lately known as 
"Petofi House," and were occupied by 
Hungarian Refugee students, to whom 
they were turned over by the Univer- 
sity, , . ■ ; 

The principle advantage which the 
new Book Store offers over the old 
is the added space. While customers 
in the old store occasionally felt a 
vague resemblance to the occupants of 
a sardine-tin, the nc^ building boasts 
much more: customer room, and added 
storage space for books and supplies. 
In the opinion of Mr. 'Ramsay, the 
manager from whom we gleaned most 
of th einforroation for this article, 
conditions in the new Book Store are 
still quite unsettled; however, when 
the growing pains are over, the new 
Store will prove even more efficient 
than the old. : 

. Raise In Prices 

Most of the stock on sale in the new 
premises is merchandise : transferred 
from the old Book Store. While the 
range iii books will therefore remain 
approximately as it vns, the price 
of texts this' year is higher by about 
b«enty-five to fifty cents per book. 
Most of this price increase is due to 
the rise in the cost of paper, printing 
and other Publishers costs. 

Profits .To S«« 

For those students who are not

(Interview will} Profetsor Arthur Bettor 
of the University of Illinois, Reprinted 
from the U.S. World and News Report.) 

Question : Would you say that boys 
and girls are better educated today 
than in 1900 or less so? 

Answer : On the whole, less well- 
educated. A student who completed 
high school in 1900 was pretty sure 
to have gone through -courses^in the 
fundamental subjects :'and to.havc'met 
well-recognized standards!) He. ^wasn't 
allowed to waste his time on triviali- 
ties, and he was under pressure, to 
work at his studies. 

Today the able student in a good 
city or suburban high school can 
doubtless obtain an equally good edu- 
cation if^he,^wants. to but he is much 



less likely to be kept to the funda- 
mentals.

'recency abolished, where marriages are 
still widely arranged by families, and 
where dating is practically non-existant. 
It is a country with only one city of any 
size, the capital Addis Ababa, and 
where slave-trading was only outlawed 
in 1923. Yet it is a land whose people 



defeated Itaiyviri; 1 908, and foiight va- 
liantly against the same Italians in 1936. 

Its ruler, hiaile Selassie, is one of the 
most colourful men of the^ world today,' 
and can trace his descendants to the 
Biblical Queen of Sheba. As Negus or 
Emperor of Ethiopia, he controls the 
lives and destinies' of 20 million people.

Q. What is (he political organ* 
ization of Ethiopia ? 

A. Ethiopia is a near absolute 
monarch/. The emperor is Haile 
Selassie, and he has the right to 
.veto the elected representatives. 
This September for the first time 
.in Ethiopian history, there will a 
nationwide election. This is the 
first step' in what will eventually 
be a constitutional monarchy. 

Q. Is there much foreign in- 
fluence in Etiiiophia ? 
; A. There is quite a bit of foreign 
: Capital invested here, part by 
foreign capitalists and part under 
American aid programs. There are 



' many foreign technicians and part- 
icularly foreign teachers who often 
get as much as twice the salaries 
that Ethiopians do. 

Q. Are (here many colleges in 
Ethiopia ? 

A. There are about 4 or 3 all of 
which arc free to the students. 
Education is not socialized in 
theory, hoyvever in practice it is. 
Anyone who passes the equivalent 
or your matriculation exams is 
treated to university at the ex- 
pense of the government. Tliis 
also., includes books and living ex- 
penses. Free education was institut- 
ed by the emperor to help reestab- 
lish Ethiopia after the war. 



Q. Do- you have the same facul- 
ties at your colleges as we ' do 
here at McGill ? - 

A. No. We have two faculties, 
Arts, and Science. In Arts we 
take a two year general course, 
and then two years of specialization 
in education, administration, social 
work and the like or if one wishes, 
one may simply take a four-year 
general course. However to obtain any 
real knowledge of law or médecine 
etc. . . , our students usually come 
to V/estern countries like Canada 
for advanced training. The science 
faculty is divided . into two fields, 
engineering and the general field

Unlike 
our English names, they have a distinct 
mea^^l||||I{kvems that an Ethiopian 
fathnH^mSnfhis son the name of a 
characteristic which he hopes the son 
^will assume in later life. So that the 
name Assefa means "broadened", Aberra 
is "enlightened" and Getachew implies 
"master". 

The method of naming used in Ethio- 
pia seems very complex to one who is 
instilled in . tlic Western tradition of 
first name, second name and last name. 
The son receives the first name of his 
father for his last name, he is given 
another personaJtaadlprij^^ for 
his first, ^uj^^^^LUoJp^owed with 
a baptisroiff'fSme wKich ls^used only 
in religious connections. 

Women are named in the same way, 
however, when a woman is married, she 



retains her own name. She is identified 
as a married woman by ji title which 
corresponds to our "Mrs." In this way, 
the Ethiopians show tlieir respect for 
the dignity, of woman. Women have 
had the same, privileges as men from 
time immemorial, and in the first federal 
election in Ethiopian history taking place 
this September, one third of the. can- 
didates are women. ' : ■ . 
The status of the sexes is still a very 



rigid tiling in Ethiopia. Despite their 
equality, a woman's place is still in tlie 
home minding the children and the 
kitchen; and it is the man's duty to 
earn the living. A man will not enter 
the kitchen even to get himself a glass 
of water, nor will the woman tolerate 
such an invasio nof her domain. 

The man has the final word, how- 
ever.' Although it ti illegal now,' in

Q. Education is then reladvely 
new in Ethiopia ? 

A. Yes, The emperor opened the 
first college only about 9 years 
ago. In fact up to a few years 
ago, education was entirely in the 
hands of the priests. Real education 
is coming only now, but a large 
part of the country is still illiterate. 

Q. Is dating a- practise in 
Ethiopia ? 

A. It is beginning in the cities. 
In the rural part, and this means in 
the majority of Ethiopie, marriages 
are still arranged by families. And 
even in the cities family approval 
is still very necessiityilorfaarriage.

the structure, has been reshaped into a 
broad paved forecourt with steps to 
the terrace under the south stands. A 
large canopy has been placed over these 
steps partly to protect them from the 
weather, but mainly to give some im 
portante to the entrance and to obscure 
the clutter of structural shapes under- 
neath the south stand.

Melien's History 

Percivaj Molson was bom in 1880, 
and froni 1897 to 1901 he attended 
McGill . University receiving the B. A, 
degree. He entered the service -of the 
National Trust Cbmepany and became 
Matuger of its Montreal branch. 

In .his years at McGill he won the 
individual trophy for the highest ag- 
gregate score in McGill sports. The 
outstanding -achievement of his career 
took place when he went to the As- 
sociation of American ÙniversiUes 
Championships in Milwaukee in 1903 
and took first place in the running 
broad jump." Molson excelled in track 
and field, football, hockey, rackets, golf, 
tennis, cricket and billiards. 

-■^ryf0., WarlUeord 

In 1915 he went overseas with No. 
2 University Company and survived the 
early battles, as Captain. But at tlie 
battle of Sanctuary Wood on June 2, 
1916, he was seriously wounded and 
for his valour was awarded the Military 
Cross. 

He rejoined the Unit in 1917„but he 
was killed in action on JuIySSitlpi?. 
He . is remembered still at McGill as a 
governor of the Univenity and a leader 
in graduate affairs, as a great gentle- 
man, and as fine an athlete as McGill 
has known. 

Close to his heart was the plan for 
a McGill stadium. He lived to know 
that the work was nearing completion, 
that the field of which he had dreamed 
was in active use. In his will he directed 
that .J75,000 be paid from his estate 
as a contribution. For this reason the 
Stadium was named "the Pe^cival Mol- 
son ifemorial Stadium" in his honour, 
and it vas formally opened at the An: 
nual Intercollegiate track and Field 
Meet in 1919.

their accusations read Iry; Prosecutor Des- 
jardins, and a judgement given by the 
jury.

Accusations ranged from being im- 
polite to upperclassmcn and forgetting 
to wear frcsman ties and buttons to 
wearing white bucks and "acting like 
an artsman". 

Some students pleaded guilty. One 
claimed temporary insanity — lie was 
accused, among other things, of not 
taking /a girl home after a date. 

Stiff Sentancet 

Sentences dished out by the^Judge 
included "sitting on the pot", "work- 
ing on the- pot", and wearing signs 
such as "I was a fresh frosh" or "I 
acted like an artsman". Tliose sentenced 
to sitting on the pot got off easier 
than those who were supposed to 
work on the pot. Tlic "pots" in 
question were merely metal pails 



labelled "the pot" in true plumbers' 
fashion. The "work" consisted of 
polishing tlic shoes of any upperclass- 
man who desired it during the trial. 

After tlie individual sentencing had 
been carried out boys representing 
each group were called forward. Their 
group wye sentenced, through them, 
to work at the Plumbers' Ball and 
on the E.U.S. Snow Sculpture. The 
exact charge, however, was not made 
known^ 

As the final act of the trial these 
same representatives were made' En- 
gineering Undergraduates in a cere- 
mony akin to the making of a knight. 
Carol Buckingham "dubbed" each one 
with the T-square she had received 
earlier. ' 

Asked if they believed the Engineer- 
ing Reception Programme to be a 
success, the co-chairmen were enthu- 
siastically in agreement. Emphasising 
thàtithe programme was not intended 
TS^b'e'a "hazing" or an initiation, they 
said its primary goal was to introduce 
the freshmen to the university and to 
familiarise the students with one an- 
other, in the hope of reviving some 
of the "old school spirit". To this 
end the programme was a complete 
success, they said, and they estimated 
that over 90% of the engineering 
frosh participated.

■■ Amidst all the current clamour 
concerning the creation of a Cana- 
dian culture, the students of McGill 
have come up with a disarmingly 
simple and eminently sensible idea.

This is a daringly candid and 
very. refreshing turn of events — for 
how, other than by direct contact, 
can the producers and consumers of 
- our contemporary artistic expression 

. be expected to discover their mutual 
aspirations and appreciate their 
common needs ? 

Note incidentally, this exhibition 
also takes the initiative in availing 
itself of the superb site offered by 
the terrace of the new library — 
not only as aesthetic lebensraum 
"'for the sculptures themselves, but 
also as the freest imaginable kind 
of open forum, for the examination, 
discussion, criticism — and. con- 
temptation — of the works exhibited..

show- has its proportion of - the 
frankly provocative, and the honest 
question, "What is it ?", or more 
probably "What's this all about ?" 
is bound to be heard. But it will 
gradually be evident that, in all of 
the examples, the question is, rather 
"What is the artist trying to say 
through it, or about it Î", 

There will be works whose forms 
bear a reasonable resemblance to 
the familiar objects around us, with 
titles to confirm. But it will soon 
be apparent that mere resemblance 
is not enough, that the interest and 
significance' lie in the artist's in- 
terpretation of his theme — in the 
poignance, power, or prescience 
with which he has shaped his state- 
ments. 

There will also be works bearing 
no resemblance to known objects, 
witi) titles helpful and otherwise. 
In these the student will be quick 
to sense the exciting possibility of 
giving tangible, visible form to the 
world of intagibles — of fellings, 
world of intangibles — of fellings, 




he may find himself more challenged 
to grasp the full import, even 
transport, of the statement, than 

concerned with judging it. 

In still other examples, with or 
without titles, the sculptor will 
seem to be turning inward to the 
intrinsic elements of sculpture 
itself : the internal nature and ex- 
pressive qualities of his materials, 
the methods by , which they are 
' worked, thefT/ornisIr mutually dic- 
tated; or the very sense of the solid, 
and the void, as such, and the' ten- 
sion of their relationship, 

. Epithets will abound: "the Steam- 
fitter's Nightmare" and "Ballet of 
the Beaten Egg". All will be 
healthy, some may even be deserved 
— for the student, that extroverted 
little beast, is the severest of critics, 
often the blindest, sometimes the 
most swiftly penetrating. 

Happily, however, he is instincti- 
vely more interested in experience 
than in judgment, more optimistic 
than guarded. Impatient with the 



limits of convention and tradition, 
he is also the most alert to new 
possibilities, the most capable of 
the imaginative leap. And in the 
end he will begin to sense, even if 
he cannot verbally explain, which 
of the works speak with the au- 
thority of their own vitality or 
sensitivity or consistently stimula- 
ting complexity.

A Time For Patience 



Little Rock in Arkansas is stealing the headlines from 
the U.N. Security Council's annual show, from the Hoffa 
trials and from the Commonwealth conference in the Lau- 
rentians that Diefenbaker is so proud of. This is under- 
standable; it has all the makings of a good show, the sort of 
entertainment that this TV and radio controlled age delights 
in. Here is drama, excitement, challenge and unpredic- 
tability tossed together in an unlikely locale. 

Unfortunately this show which- is rousing so much 
interest around the world, which is feeding grist to the 
Russian propaganda mill, is developing into a ci'isis of 
historic proportions. The principal actor. Governor Faubus 
seems to be carried away by his role. But even more 
disconcerting is that others, like Senator Russell, from 
whom we had hoped for a statesmanlike approach, are 
jumping on the bandwagon ti'umpeting wild blasts. 

The suggestion of Governor Faubus that the President 
of the United States needed a scapegoat is a clear indication 
of the disrepect the governor holds for that post. That 
Russell, whb.handled the civil rights debate skilfully, who 
forbore from* using the filibuster, should ■ compare the 
use of Federal troops to action by Hitler's storm troopers 
smacks of gallery play and irresponsibility. ,. 

It would do well at this moment of high crisis that 
Southern politicians who have the interest of the whole 
nation" at heart refrain from emotionalism in their public 
utterances. Their recent performance in the Senate gave 
the impression that the South had grown up, was' abreast 
of its age, was prepared to respect the constitution of the 
United States however unpleasant some of its requirements 
may appear. We began to feel that with time and patience 
the U.S. might well remove the embarassing facet of racial 
discrimination from the national scene. 

Hot words however will certainly not ha|te|va,solution. 
Now more than ever is the need for calrm^sT^or clear 
thinking, and, above all, for a respect for law. The proposed 
Governors' conference is one of the brighter things the 
administration has done in its handling of this problem. 
Let us hope that both sides will megjijJnjthe spirit of 
Jefferson rather than as if they were]zentrem;hed a 
the Mason-Dixon line. 'i^i^V 



CANADA COUNCIL 
GRANTS SET

OITAWA, Sept. H — The Canada 
Council today announced that applica 
tions are open lot scholarship, fellow- 
ships and grants in 10 categories of tlie 
arts, humanities and social sciences. 
. Tltcrc was no indication of (lie num' 
ber of grants that would be available 
in each category, but deadlines arc spec- 
ified for filing applications. 

The categories, with their average 
value and deadlines : ' 

Pre-master's degree scholarships, 
$1,200, Jan. 15. 

Pre-doctor's degree fellowships, 
$2,000, Jan.- 15. 

Senior fellowships, $4,000, plus travel 
allowance, and two-thirds travel allow- 
ance for wife, Dec. 15. 

Junior arts' fellowships, ' $2,000, Jan. 
15. 

Secondary school teachers' scliolar- 
siiips, $2,000, plus travel allowance, 
Jan. 15. 

Arts teachers, $2,000, Jan. 15. 

Short-term grants for advanced work 
or research, $300 to $700, Feb. 1. 

Non-resident fellowships $5,000 for 
senior fellows who have achieved great 
distinction or $2,000, subject to rencu'al, 
for younger persons who have shown 
exceptional promise, Feb. 1. 

Grants for journalists and broad- 
casters, $3,000, March 15. 

The final category was unspecified. It 
said the Council "will be prepared to 
give consideration to special applications 
cither for short or full-term fellowships, 
from scholars or workers of distinction 
in the arts, humanities and social sci- 
ences even if such applications do not 
fall precisely within the classes above 
mentioneçl." 

Except for the non-raident fellow- 
ships, applicants must be residents in 
Canada or Canadiaiu living abroad. 

Thé grants would be paid by, cheque 
quarterly,' in advance, subject to the 
holder continuing in his work. -Travel 
allowances on the basis of tourist fares 
by air and sea, where available, and 
first-class lower bertli for overnight rail 
journeys, would be paid. 

Holders would be expected to make 
interim and final reports wlicn their 
award is for a full year, but only a final 
report if their grant is for six months 
or shorter. In certain categories applica- 
tions for renewal would be entertained.

McGILL MEN TAKE STEP 
TOWARD ALLERGY DEFENCE

NEW YORK, Sept. 12 — Canadian 
scientists have reported the first Step 
toward a new defence against hay fever 
and other allergies; . 
. Dr. Alec Sehori of McGill University, 
told the American' Society yesterday that 
he and associates iiad found a way of 
extracting pure antibodies against rag- 
weed pollen .'ciusing hay fever from 
animal 'blood serum. 

Antibodies are a kind of chemical 
policemen. 'If a disease germ invades 
you, your body usually produces anti- 
bodies that can attack or disarm the 
germs. If you have enough antibodies 
soon enough, cither naturally or through 
action of a vaccine, you don't get sick. 

Somewhat the same thing happens in 
allergies. Some people are hypersensitive 
to things like ragweed pollen, house 
dust, or other agents giving them al- 
lergic coughs, asthma, nmny noses .-ind 
other woes. They don't have or can't 
make enough antibodies soon enough.

Whether from fear, force 
of habit, or the absence of better 
things to do, an amazing number 
continues to attend lectures throughout 
their undergraduate careers, without 
ever realizing just how dispensable 
most lectures arc, A trenchant com- 
mentary, by a good professor in Eng- 
lish or History is vital to the ap- 
preciation of a course, as well as being 
intercstiiig and enlightening. A math 
lecture where problems or derivations 
are explained in detail is equally im 
portant. Many lectures, though, are 
nothing but a dreary .re-hash of ma- 
terial easily obtaiiied from texts or 
printed notes. There is a vague theory 
about, these :days, that even if one. 
doesn't J pay too much attention, the 
old subconsdous''i$"bus!ly soaking up 
little pools of information. Quite to 
the contrary — all that a dull lecture 
docs is instill a distaste for.the subject, 
and bore the student to distraction. 

- No mothers, I do not advocate that 
your offspring spend their lecture

Last week 3$ American students 
met outside Copenhagen to evaluate 
their first communit)' stay of one 
month in Danisli and Swedish non- 
English-speaking families. As one 
student said, "I did not know one 
could learn so much about Americ» 
by living in a Swedish community."
